That is why you will 
find that people who have messed up their lives, 
who are unhappy even though the circumstances 
around them seem to be good, have not sat down 
with this teacher that we call Mr. Reason, if 
you please, and talked with him about the things 
they are going to do and weighed its value to see 
where it is leaning. It is the ability of the human 
mind to lay its pattern, watch its blueprints, 
mark them out plainly, and then by energetic 
striving and hard work build the thing that they 
desire. Have you known, and let me ask the ^ 
question for those who have asked me over and 
over, a person who was honestly sensible in his 
activities, who is not lazy but alive, alert, mov¬ 
ing as the time moves him on, doing the things 
tliut good sound judgment and reason have in¬ 
structed, and everything that he could find that 
would help him to do it, do you t'" 'hat kind 
of person very unhappy? The truth you are 
going to find more of the calmness of life there. 
Let me give you an example of One who told us 
what to do and that was the One that I believe 
with all sincerity was happy. He had life. He 
had no place to lay His head. He said, He had 
no titles to anything of material gain but He 
had a wealth of peace, peace that passeth all 
understanding. He set the example and asked 
us to follow that way if we wan.ed to find peace.

Some bright spots were uncov¬ 
ered in the liastern Kentucky 
area. Many communities, con¬ 
fronted with unemployment, are 
planning short and long range 
programs o f self-improvement. 
Some are subscribing to building 
funds to house industry. Eastern 
Kentuckians are cooperating moie 
and new leadership is springing 
up. There is a tendency to try to 
overcome obstacles at the IcksI 
level where possible. It may be 
likened to a family being drawn 
together during a crisis. 

The Eastern Kentucky survey 
was enlightening. If no more, it 
has brought to light the area's 
dire economic conditions. At 
most, it will bring work to the 
unemployed through removal of 
the area’s roadblocks and stimu¬ 
late corrective measures by busi¬ 
ness and government agencies. 

The findings of the survey will 
be reported to secretary of Com- 
men-e Week*. Then what will 
happen? If the Eastern Kentucky 
survey is to be beneficial, it must 
be placed in tlie hands of the 
proper authorities—the men who 
can make specific recommenda¬ 
tions for action.
